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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed December 26, 2006 is entered and claims 1 -7, 1 0-1 8, 21 - 
29, and 32-36 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7, 10-18, 21-29, and 32-36 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention is directed to a method of displaying multiple two-dimensional windows with 
related content within three-dimensional display model. 

Independent claims 1 and 12 identify a uniquely distinct feature "looking up an 
identifier for the second window in a lookup table that contains entries specifying 
relationships between windows, detennining if the second window is related to the first 
window, if so, displaying content of the second window on the second surface of the 3D 
object, and if not. displaying content of the second window on a surface of a distant 3D 
object, which is not located in close proximity to the 3D object in the 3D display model". 

Independent claim 23 identifies a uniquely distinct feature "a lookup mechanism 
configured to lookup an identifier for the second window in a lookup table that contains 
entries specifying relationships between windows and a determination mechanism 
configured to detemnine if the second window is related to the first window, wherein the 
display mechanism is further configured to display content of the second window on the 
second surface of the 3D object if the second window is related to the first window, and 
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wherein the display mechanism is further configured to display content of the second 
window on a surface of a distant 3D object, which is not located in close proximity to the 
30 object In the 30 display model, if the title of the second window is not related to an 
identifier for the first window". 

The closest arts, Suzuoki et al. and Kaneko, and Narin as discussed in the 

previous Office action, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render 

obvious the above limitations obvious.
